Petrograd, January 6.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)—An advance of Russian troops 
west of Riga, on the most northerly 
sector of the Russo-German front, and 
the capture of 275 prisoners, one bat- 
tery and some machine guns, was Offi- 
cially announced by the war office to- 
day. a:

dairy products and imitations. This 


gives Georgia a meat bill, payable out- 
side the state, of $13,701,917.75, and a 
dairy products bill, payable outside the 
state, of $584,951.25, or a total of $14,- 
286,689. Dr. Bahnsen quotes figures on 
several items, but with no average 
price for the total and only for eleven 
months. 

The report of Dr. Bahnsen shows that 
a very considerable progress in live 
stock raising in Georgia is being made, 
which is helping and will help to reduce 
the annual payment to the out-of-the- 
state butcher, and as a further remedy 
for the situation Dr. Bahnsen urges the 
establishment of municipal abattoirs in 
every city in Georgia of more than 
10,000 population. As proof that this 
is a feasible proposition he cites the 
city of Albany, Ga., which built such 
an abattoir from plans furnished by 
Dr. Bahnsen’'s department, and Dr. 
Bahnsen states that the Albany insti- 
tution has not only proven self-sus- 
taining, but has returned a fair profit 
on the investment. 

The Meat Situation. 

Upon the meat situation in 
Dr. Bahnsen Says: 

“Again I want to reiterate the suggestion 
that the establishment of municipally owned 
and operated abattoirs in all cities of 10,000 
inhabitants or more is highly desirable from 
a viewpoint of better public service and pub- 
lic welfare.

“Kvery year we are confronted 
problem as to how to save our 
increasing pork crop. Climatic and crop 
conditions are such as to limit marketing 
of hogs to a period of about four months, 
October, November, December and January. 
It is practically impossible to have hogs in 
market condition prior to October, and 
is economically impractical to carry 
longer than January. If, as happened 
year, we are blessed with a prolonged 
spell during the latter part of 
the usually tense situation of saving our 
meat crop is materially relleved; but unfor- 
tunately, we cannot depend on these favor- 
able weather conditions. [It has been esti- 
mated that during the average year between 
256 and 50 per cent of our pork crop spoils 
because of unfavorable weather conditions at 
the time of slaughter. If municipal abat- 
toirs, with adequate refrigerating capacity, 
were avallable each producer could, at a 
nominal sum, have his hogs killed and 
cured under conditions which would prac- 
tically eliminate all losses. 

Report for Eleven Months. 

“We are unable at this time to give 
complete return of all meat and meat 
products shipped into the state of Georgia 
during the year of 1916, since we do not 
receive our monthly report from the packers 
until about the middle of each succeeding 
month, I have, therefore, compiled the first 
eleven months of 1916 for this report, which 
is appended hereto. 

‘You’ will observe that during that period 
we purchased 35,012,800 pounds of _ side 
meats (dry salt pork meats). Mere figures 
do not seem to impress people, and I have, 
therefore, converted the side meat shipped 
into the state of Georgia to living hogs, esti- 
mating each hog to weigh 200 pounds live 
weight. In making this estimate I have al- 
lowed per cent of live weight for the 
weight of the loins, 12 per cent for clear 
bellies, 12 per cent for fat backs (those two 
last named items constitute side meat), 
shoulders 9 per cent, hams 12% per cent, 
and lard 13 per cent. On this basis it re- 
quired 729,433 hogs to produce our impor- 
tations of dry salt pork meat. 

“At 15 cents per pound this side 
cost us $5,251,920. Had we produced 
hogs necessary to make this side meat, 
hog crop sold at 8 cents per pound, 
weight, would have put $11,670,928 
the pockets of Georgia producers To 
express the matter a little differently, 
our entire hog crop, according to 
the census of 1910, was worth at that 
time $5,429,016; yet in 1916, after an intense 
campaign of more than five years to en- 
courage home production, we still buy in 
side meats alone as much as our entire 
hog crop was worth in 1909. It would re- 
quire twenty abattoirs with a killing ca- 
pacity of 300 hogs a day, working twenty- 
four days each month, five months each 
year, to kill the hogs necessary to supply 
us with dry salt side meat. 

“During the first eleven 
we purchased 8,285,726 pounds of dressed 
cattle and beef cuts. Estimated at 12% 
cents per pound, it took $1,035,715.75 to pay 
for our fresh beef importations. Estimated

INSIDE THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


in the Third Year of the War is a new 
volume by Herbert Bayard Swope, with a 
foreword by James W. Gerard, American 
ambassador to Germany. There are 400 
pages, 16 full page illustrations from pho- 
tographs. 

Mr. Swope’s book portrays the inner-work- 
ings of the most completely organized socie- 
ty in the world. He gives a record of ob- 
servations in Germany during the latter 
months of the year, 1916. It is the work 
of a trained newspaper man who has just 
returned from the kaiser’s empire, where 
he had aplendid opportunity to see and study 
men and affairs of the German empire. 

The author says for the first time in his- 
tory an empire has been put in a state of 
siege, and how the manifold problems con- 
fronting Germany and her dependent have 
been met and solved, he has tried to putina 
story of great interest. Mr. Swope shows 
that Germany is today a vast industrial 
and agricultural enterprise,s whose goal is 
the safety, heaith and ,fortunes of its mil- 
lions of employees and directors. 

The book is explicit, and there are many 
tremendous and valuable lessons, the au- 
thor thinks, for this country—lessons both 
of things to do and things not to do. 

Among the subjects discussed are: ‘‘Amer- 
ica Through German Eyes, Liberalizing 
Germany,’ “Business Behind the Battle 
Line,”’ ‘Captive Belgium and Northern 
France,’ etc. The. illustrations show the 
inner circle of men who have made Ger- 
many what it is today. The American am- 
bassador says in the foreword: 

“Throughout the world there is, and 
should be, deep interest in the conditions— 
economic, political, spiritual and military— 
under which Germany and her allies are 
sustaining tlremselves after more than two 
years of war.

the world loves a little chick, for it 
is transformed from the egg within a 
period of ten weeks to the best meat 
food known. 
As we stroll down the lane of time 
we are constantly reminded of the story 
of the preacher and fried chicken. If 
everyone who likes fried chicken were 
a preacher what a good world this 
would be! So the hen is now striving 
with all her might to produce her 
principal egg crop to bring forth early 
youngsters. So give her all the atten- 
tion necessary. 

Do not let her be frightened by anl- 
mals, if possible, to avoid same. Get a 
brush or broom and whitewash interior 
of house and nests, adding a strong 
disinfectant or carbolic acid. This 
will make it pretty hard for mites to 
get started in the poultry house, but 
never be too sure about vermin. A 
look in nests or underneath roost 
poles usually tells if they are present. 
When the baby chick arrives he must 
not be hampered with vermin if he is 
to grow into a strong, healthy speci- 
men. The kind that feels heavy and 
plump when lifted by the hand. Keep 
the little fellows busy scratching in 
litter for grain for exercise. If con- 
fined in runs, a dish of dry mash is 
mighty good for them. Never over- 
crowd a hen or brooder, for hen of 
medium size has about all she can dv 
to take care of 15 chicks, and when 
crowded to 20 or 25 usually quickly 
loses 5 to 10 chicks from chilling, and 
wher a chick is badly chilled it is 
a goner.

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HARRY POOLE WILL BUILD 
FIRST CREMATORY IN DIXIE 


Local Undertaker to Erect a 
Modern Plant for Cre- 
mating Bodies. 


Following a custom which he de- 
clares is rapidly growing in favor in 
the east and west, Harry G. Poole, the 
well-known undertaker, is seriously 
considering the establishment in Atlan- 
ta of a cremation plant for disposing 
of dead human bodies. 


In fact, so much in earnest is Mr. 
Poole, he will visit New York within 
the next ten days to confer with 
builders of crematories concerning the 
detailed cost and other items neces- 
Sary to the establishment of his in- 
novation in the south. 

Mr. Poole proposes to establish his 
crematory on his 60-acre estate, five 
miles southwest from the city on the 
Cascade road. He has given up for 
good this place as a country home, he 
says, and in the future will make 
his home in the city. He declares that 
at a cost of about $10,000 he can 
remodel his country home into a de- 
Sirable chapel and build and install in 
connection with it the proper fur- 
naces for cremation purposes. He de- 
clares there could be no objectionable 
feature about a place of this kind— 
that modern science has Sgr ogee v all 
that could be, even with the ridest 
stretch of imagination, considered ob- 
Jectionable. 

The custom of cremation is, of course, 
well known to all sections of the Unit- 
ed States, though to southerners it has 
in the past been only occasionally ac- 
cepted. For this reason the establish- 
ment of a crematory in this section has 
been looked upon by investors in the 
past as a venture of a very doubtful 
quality. However, Mr. Poole declares 
that according to information he has 
received, some 300 to 400 bodies are 
yearly sent to Cincinnati from the 
south to be cremated, that city fur- 
nishing the closest establishment of 
this kind to the southern states. While 
many of these bodies are those of 
northern or western people who die in 
this section, yet Mr. Poole declares 
that in quite a number of instances 
the bodies have been those of south- 
erners whose relatives have favored 
this method of disposal of the remains. 
This total number of bodies, he be- 
lieves, he could aauinte the first year 
of the establishment of his plant. 


Mr. Poole Inspects Plants. 

Mr. Poole returned to the city about 
a week ago from a month’s visit to 
‘‘incinnati, Chicago, Rochester and New 
York, where he went to gain infor- 
ination concerning cremation plants. 

“The custom of disposing of bodies 
by cremation is growing very fast in 
the west,” said Mr. Poole. “It seems 
out there to be simply the most pref- 
erable way. Within the past five 
years the custom has increased more 
that 100 per cent, and now a large 
part of the people accept this plan. 

“In New York and other eastern cen- 
ters I found, too, that cremation had 
gained in favor fully 50 per cent, There, 
however, it appears to be more a mat- 
ter of economy than anything else. In 
the large cities, where the distance is 
sO great to a suburban cemetery—and 
where cemetery lots, too, are so high— 
and where the ‘high cost of living’ 
seems to apply eit» equal force to the 
‘high cost of dying, " a respectable fu- 
neral and burial is a very serious fi- 
nancial problem even with those in 
moderate circumstances. Where a bur- 
ial of this kind, with its embalming, 
robes, casket, vehicles and the like 
would cost perhaps $300, cremation, 
with all its attendant cost, is reduced 
to about $50 to $60. This saving of 
from $150 to $250 on a funeral is one 
of the things that is bringing crema- 
tion _mere and more into use in the 
east. 

“Another feature,” continued Mr. 
Poole, “urged by many undertakers 
and physicians, and the people gener- 
ally, is sanitation. It is argued, and 
with gxood logic, that cremation is the 
most sanitary method in the world of 
disposing of dead bodies. Particularly 
is this true in times of an epidemic of 
any kind. Nothing can help to stamp 
out a scourge of smallpox, fever or 
similar disease so much as ‘quick dis- 
posal of dead bodies by cremation. 

“When I build my crematory I shall 
pattern it after the most modern in 
the country. In some of the plants 
out west—and as a part of it—they 
provide for as many as 10,000 anal 
lodg~ments or receptacles in which to 
place the urn holding the ashes. This 
place is just like a safety deposit vault 
—or, really, more like large postoffice 
boxes, as they have heavy glass fronts. 


The ashes—about a half gallon and 
weighing about three pounds—are plac- 
ed in there and the relatives are given 
a key to the receptacle. They can 
visit it as often as they like, a restful 
space or lobby being provided in front 
of the tiers of vaults. No charge is 
made for this service. Sometimes the 
relatives have the ashes sealed in an 
urn and keep them in their homes. Oc- 
casionally, the dying person makes a 
request for cremation and a certain dis- 
position of his ashes. Sometimes they 
are strewn on the sea. Only recently 
a well-known Georgian requested that 
his ashes be strewn over the lands of 
his country estate—which was done. 


Cheaper Funerals the Result. 

“The matter of funeral preparation 
is very simple in connection with cre- 
mation. A cheap coffin—$10 or $12— 
with'no handles or metal, is provided 
for the corpse. The burial robe, of 
course, is simple and inexpensive. The 
funeral services can, be held at the 
home of the church, and continued at 
the crematory. Or the services can 
be held entirely at the chapel at the 
crematory. Ater the service the cof- 
fin is lowered through the floor of the 
chapel, the opening is closed, and at- 
tendants bene ath place it immediately 
in the furnace In twelve to twenty 
hours the ashes can be called for by 
the relatives. Only the bones leave 
the ashes, modern machinery being so 
devised as to blow away the ashes 
from all other particles that are placed 
in the furnace. 

“I have estimated that the total cost 
of a funeral at the plant I propose to 
establish will not exceed about $50. 

“IT do not Know what some people 
may think or say about the establish- 
ment of such a place for Atlanta—but 
the cremation idea is gradually spread- 
ing over the country, and I believe 
in a few years it will be pretty gen- 
erally believed to be the best method 
of disposing of dead bodies.”

In almost any church upon any Sunday 
a stock theme in the preacher's prayer is 
Popularly the minister 
prays, first, that the Almighty end the war 


4 abroad; second, that the United States may 


not be involved, and the prayer usually in- 


* cludes an expression of devout thankfulness 


to God that the terrible visitation which has 
degenerated Europe into a shambles and a 
graveyard has not reached our shores. 

Upon the last three 'Thanksgiving days 
the paramount democratic campaign slogan 
of 1916 has been the leading reason popu- 
larly ascribed, by clergy and laiety alike, 
as to why Americans should be thankful: 
“He has kept us out of war;” and the honors 
therefor, according to the place of utter- 
ance and the political affiliations of the 
utterer, have-been apportioned about equally 
between God Almighty and Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

In all of which it is safe to say the aver- 
age citizen of average reasoning capacity 
sees a distinct note of inconsistency. 

In the first place, if we owe thanks to 
God for having kept the United States out of 
war, what do we owe Him for having 
plunged Europe into it—for the unspeakable 


misery war has brought to our kinfolk across 


the sea? 

And we are prone to ask—mentally, at 
atly rate—why could not a Deity who can 
preserve peace in America not have pre- 
served it in Europe? Europeans did not 
want war any more than do Americans; 


then, if God saw fit to visit war upon them, | 


despite their prayerful desire to the con 


trary, upon what grounds may we reason- 
ably expect that our prayers to Him for 
peace here will be regarded, should He be 
minded to the contrary? And if our thanks 
are due Him for preserving peace in Amer- 
ica, is He not in ratio blamable for having 
forced war upon Europe? If not the latter, 
then, why affirmatively the former? 

Then, if God Almighty is the One who has 
“kept us out of war,” it was an act of sacri- 
lege during the last political campaign to 
give credit for it to Wilson. If not, then 
was it not crassly inconsistent for us, all 
during the campaign, to say of the president, 
“he has kept us out of war,” then, a few 
days after election, meet at our churches 
on Thanksgiving day and give thanks for it 
to another? 

To our mind it is unthinkable that any 
blame for the war in Europe is attachable to 
any others than Europeans themselves— 
that the Prince of Peace had any hand what- 
ever in it. 

Following that reasoning, then, would the 
Prince of Peace have any hand in a possible 
embroilment of this country in it? 

And is it not the surest, safest, fairest 
thing to do to just go on ahead, giving credit 
where we have visible proofs that credit is 
due, and trust in President Wilson to keep 
up the good work? 

“He has kept us out of war,” and, it is to 
be hoped, he will continue to do so. 


DOGS AND THE FOOD SUPPLY. 


Towser has got at last into the British 
houses of parliament, and his time-honored 
bone is a bone of contention over which sirs 
and lords are wrangling in their quest for a 
means by which England may keep up its 
end of the great fight without pinching its 
stomach. 

To do which the brains of the kingdom 
have for a long while been conjuring ways 
and means to curtail food wastage; and to 
this end an agitation to curtail the consump- 
tion of chops and steaks by dogs has been 
set afoot. This, in turn, resulted in the in- 
troduction of a parliamentary bill to raise 
the dog tax from $1.50 to $5 a vear. Such 
a tax, it is contended, will serve greatly to 
reduce in number the _ 2,000,000 canines 
claiming the “tight litle isle’ as their home. 

As would naturally be expected, the dog 
“fawnciahs” of Britain are fighting the meas- 
ure tooth and nail. They raise the old point 
that it will be the poor and those really 
needing dogs who will suffer, while the 
breeders of the canine species and the rich 
will indulge their fad just the same, despite 
the heavy tax. And the women of the coun- 
try are fighting it because, they argue—and 
this is about the strongest defense of the 
dog that is made—since the war has brought 
about such a paucity of men in English 
homes the women need dogs for companion- 
ship and protection; and it is said that the 
demand for dogs during the last year has 
been greater even than it was in peace 
times. The proprietor of a dog “home” has 
been quoted as saying that “to forbid dog- 
keeping as a form of wasteful extravagance 
would cost more in human happiness than 
it would save in human food.”’ 


That sounds like good argument, but 
nevertheless it is no defense of the practice 
of feeding choice cuts of beef to Rover at a 
time and in a zone while and where thou- 
sands of human beings are starving for a 
crust of bread. ; 

The same applies, in a milder form, of 
course, to America, where, in our cities, are 
tens of thousands of worthless, pampered 
whelps, serving no useful purpose in the 
world, which are daily fed enough meat and 
milk to save the lives of scores who die in 
the tenements for lack of proper nourish- 
ment. 

Viewed as a whole, it really would seem 
that not only England, but the entire world, 
could rock along just about as well with 
fewer dogs—undeniably so with regard to 
our city dogs. And there is no gainsaying 
that a real economy in the food supply of 
the world could be worked by a wholesale 
elimination of those curs having no partic- 
ular and legitimate place in the general 
scheme of things. 

Incidentally, parliament might lop off that 
35 cents a week which, it is reported, is 
annually appropriated for the feeding of the 
king’s cat. That’s not much, it is true; but 
abroad during these war times, every little 
bit helps. 


PEACE TALK IN THE TRENCH. 


There is one aspect of the peace talk 
which has been rather free of late, about 
which little has been said, and that is the 
effect of it upon the men in the trenches. 

Already there comes from the British 
battle front in France announcement that 
the British troops are imbued with the be- 
lief that this is the last year of the war; 
that somehow, whether by actual military 
victories won by the Allies, or extreme con- 
cessions on the part of Germany, the war 
will come to its conclusion before the end 
of 1917. 

In the eyes of the army in France, Ger- 
many’s efforts to bring about peace nego- 
tiations, and the Allies’ emphatic rejection 
of it until “penalties, reparation and guar- 
antees” are forthcoming, means that the 
Germans are getting constantly weaker and 
that their own forces are continually 
strengthening their position. 


Germany’s show of weakness, as they 
take it, has lent renewed courage and vigor 
to the British and French troops on the 
western front, which has been still further 
strengthened by the forceful Allied rejoin- 
der to the latest efforts to stir up a peace 
parley. 

These are conditions under which it may 
be forecast that the British and French 
forces in the west will give the Germans the 
fight of their lives the coming spring and 
summer months. They believe they are 
going after an exhausted enemy, and they

A FRUIT-EATING NATION. 


The old axiom, “an apple a day keeps 
the doctor away,” is said by the doc- 
tors themselves to be more truthful than 
poetical. If so, this will be a hard year 
on the doctors, for Americans are pre- 
paring to eat nearly sixty-eight million 
barrels of apples. 


This, from an article in The Illinois State 
Register, on “America as a Fruit-Eating Na- 
tion,” gives the estimate of the department 
of agriculture as to the apple crop of 1916. 

These figures, large as they are, fall 
9,000,000 barrels short of the apple crop of 


1915—but it is stated that inasmuch as no 
exports whatever are going forward to Eu- 


rope, Americans will have to eat a good 


many apples if they expect to use the entire 
supply of 68,000,000 barrels! 

It is no wonder that the apple, famed in 
song and story, from the Eden of old down 
to our day, is now honored with a yearly 
celebration—that “Apple Day” is observed 


throughout the country, for it is stated that 
the apple crop is over four times as great as 
that of the peach, the grape, or the citrous 
fruit, anc that while there may be diversi- 
fied fruit growing on the farms of nearly 
every section, “the apple orchards are the 
largest.” 

In the article in The [linois State Reg- 
ister attention is directed to the fact that 
fruit is the one big staple in the. American 
diet which has retained its normal equilib- 
rium during the European war: 

So far, apples, oranges, figs and apri- 
cots are not necessary to modern war- 
fare. They can’t be used in the manufac- 
ture of high explosives and they do not 
make a practicable food for the trenches. 
So they stay with us. The price 
of bread and milk is constantly on the 
brink of a rise; potatoes are fast ap- 
proaching the class of luxuries, and it 
has even been recently whispered that 
the price of chewing gum is going up. 
But we can still buy American apples 
and Central American bananas at the 
same old figures. 


So the apple is, indeed, “a big factor in 


living,” and a pretty good weapon with 
which to fight the food trust! 

It is pointed out that the fruit industry is 
constantly increasing its area and value; 
that} the number of large fruit companies 
operating throughout the United States is 
no fonger limited to a few, and that many 
individuals have invested their capital in 
fruit orchards, while even in back yards of 
city homes fruit trees blossom and brighten 
those narrow confines, because “the United 
States is the greatest fruit-eating nation in 
the world, and Americans are born fruit- 
growers.” 

The value of fruit trees, as a paying prop 
osition in various ways, is further illustrated 
by this little story: 


Not long ago a builder was askKed 
how he managed to be so successful in 
selling his newly-built houses. “I will 
tell you,” said the builder, “but you prob- 
ably won't believe me—I plant a few 
pear and plum trees in every back yard." 


There’s the business view of it, through 
the alluring, “homey” influence of fruit trees 
in town! 

There is a basis for all the songs to 


“The Little Red Apple Tree,” and the peach- 
blooms that promise pleasure and plenty, 
while adding to the beauty of a city home. 

America will doubtless hold her place as 
“the greatest fruit-growing nation in the 
world,” for fruit means good business and 
health to the American people. 

The wonderful development of the fruit 
industry is not more remarkable in states 
largely given to fruit-growing than it is in 
Georgia. 

In the Blue Ridge region of north Georgia 
apple-growing has been in the nature of a 
revelation, and to such great development 
has it been brought that within a few vears 
from now it is freely predicted that the 
prosperity from this source alone will be 
simply staggering. The apples raised there 
compare favorably with the best raised any- 
where in the world, and they are raised in 
abundance. 

And middle Georgia holds the record for 
peaches. There the crop is plentiful and 
perfect as to development of the finest and 
juiciest peach. 

These apple and peach crops are money- 
makers, for they are cash crops with ready 
buyers, and contribute their share towards 
the solution of the problem of living at 
home.

They came to grow up with 
the place, to reap the reward of honest en- 
deavor and to purchase by dint of patient 
toil a few of the goodly smiles of fortune. 
They left as an inheritance names that en- 
riched the pages of the state’s history and 
deeds that caused a halo to gather about 
their memories.”

ONLY ONE MAIL CARRIER 
HAD ATLANTA IN 1843 

You who have your letters and packages 
carried to your homes twice and three times 
a day can hardly realize what the mail serv- 
ice was in Atlanta when the city was 
called Marthasville in 1843. 

At that time there was only one mail 
carrier and no postoffice. He brought the 
mail from Madison, in Morgan county, and 
rode on the back of a mule. This man was 
said to have been almost worshiped by the 
people as he had to ride in the fierce win- 
try blast or beneath a scorching sun to give 
them their letters. His occasional visits 
were a great event in the small town. 


ATLANTANS ONCE REBELLED 
4 AGAINST TAX FOR STREET WORK 

Just a few weeks ago the people of At- 
lanta by an overwhelming majority turned 
down the measure to increase the city tax 
rate. This recalls a bit of history. 

In the old town of Marthasville in 1845 
the five commissioners who governed the 
levied a tax for street improvements. 
The citizens rose up in rebellion, and they 
stubbornly refused to pay. The money was 
needed to improve Marietta, Decatur, White- 
Peachtree, Pryor, Loyd and Alabama 
the only seven streets in the town 
at that time. When the commissioners tried 
to enforce the payment of the tax, those 
upon notices were to be served hid in the 
woods. The commissioners were finally 
forced to abolish the tax.

On May 15, 1863, the city council organ- 
ized the volunteer fire department into a bat- 
talion for military duty. On the same day 
Tallulah Fire Company No. 3 was organized 
into a cavalry company for the protection 
of the city, and council agreed to pay for 
the equipment. , 

It is said that the firemen were as effi- 
cient in fighting the enemy as they were in 
fighting fires, and that is saying a great deal, 
for the old volunteer firemen, despite their 
crude equipment did good work fighting 
flames.

TREES GROWING IN ATLANTA 
IN VIOLATION OF THE LAW 

There are some trees in Atlanta that are 
growing unlawfully. Years ago city council 
decreed that the tree known as the “Ailan- 
thus,” or “Tree of Heaven,” was dangerous 
to public health and was a nuisance. 

There is still an ordinance in the city 
code requiring that all such trees be cut 
down and imposing a fine of $50 if such 
is not done. It is the duty of the sanitary 
department to give notice of all such un- 
lawful trees. 

When the ordinance was first passed many 
“Trees of Heaven” were felled, but as time 
passed by the law became inoperative, and 
today there are a number of the trees still 
growing in Atlanta. It wasclaimed years ago 
that the “Ailanthus” was the cause of a 
fever epidemic. Modern medical science has 
probably changed its opinion about the “Tree 
of Heaven.’’ 


1917 WILL BE YEAR 
OF GREAT PROSPERITY, 
‘PREDICTS BRADSTREET’S 


(By J. E. C. Pedder, Division Superintendent 
“Bradstreet'’s.’’) 


Nineteen sixteen has been on the 
a prosperous year for the southeastern states; 
cotton, our main standby, having brought the 
record price since the civil war. This money 
has gone principally into the pockets of the 
farmers, enabling them to pay long past 
due bills, and has stimulated every artery 


whole 


of trade. Banks have record deposits and 


the federal reserve bank has been unques- 
tionably of great help to the smaller con- 
cerns who heretofore had trouble in obtain- 
ing financial aid, except at exorbitant rates. 

The extremely high price of necessities 
has taught the farmer a much-needed les- 
son, for on every hand we find an increased 
planting of food and forage stuffs. The cur- 
rent year has also been notable for widening 
interest in finer breeds of hogs, beef, and 
dairy cattle. Georgia alone has raised near- 
ly two million and a half hogs, an increase of 
14 per cent over last twelve months. 

The eradication of the cattle tick (which 
has at last been largely accomplished) re- 
moves the last obstacle to the successful 
raising of beef and dairy cattle, and opens 
to the cattle raiser a new domain with its 
evergreen pastures, unrivaled water supply, 
cheap land, and mild climate where winter 
protection is unnecessary, and establishes 
this section as a future leader in live stock 
raising. 

These new conditions, which are general 
throughout the southeast, have been strik- 
ingly recognized by some of the country’s 
largeet packers, who are, it is understood, 
now building or preparing to erect packing 
houses in Alabama, Georgia, Florida and 
South Carolina. In urban districts, plants 
are being erected with local funds subscribed 
by leading farmers and capitalists for the 
building of smaller plants costing $100,000 
to $225,000 or more, which will establish 
at once a ready market for every pound of 
meat that they can raise. 

Nineteen seventeen prospects look good. 
The south, generally speaking, has not prof- 
ited (except from cotton) by war conditions, 
but to the contrary, has been forced to pay 
war-time prices from @ peace-time pocket- 
book, but as soon as peace is declared, this 
condition will be largely reversed and the 
south will command recognition, for the 
money now pouring into more favored sec- 
tions for war munitions and supplies must 
then come to the south for cotton, lumber, 
naval stores and food stuffs. 

To investors of capital, the south with 
its undisturbed labor conditions, its natura! 
values in land, its normal, healthy increase 
in legitimate enterprises, where basic con- 
ditions have bettered in spite of, not because 
of, the war, will undoubtedly appeal, and it 
is hardly possible to coneetve of the pros- 
perity that must inevitably come to this

For Atlanta’s Civic Ills 


Strongly advocating a complete revision 
of the city charter of Atlanta, A. W. Far- 
linger, for three years a member of the city 
council, and just entering upon two. years 
more of service in like capacity, has ex- 
pressed his views upon the city’s govern- 
mental shortcomings and needs in the fol- 
lowing communication to The Constitution: 
Editor Constitution: I have heen a mem- 
ber of the city council during the past three 
years, in which I have served on many of 
the committees, and have been a close stu- 
dent of our civic government, studying from 
personal contact its good and bad features, 
strength and weakness, with a view of sug- 
gesting, at the strategic time, such elimina- 
tions and changes as would tend to increase 
the efficiency of the various departments 
and the city as a whole. 

We are now operating under the charter 
obtained in 1874, as amended annually dur- 
ing the past forty-two years, and during this 
period so many barnacles have become at- 
tached to the hull of the original corporation 
that it is scarcely worth while to place the 
ship on the skids with a view of scraping 
off the barnacles, but rather a committee 
should be appointed at once to frame a new 
twentieth century charter, to be presented 
to the next session of our state legislature 
for adoption. 

Forty-two years ago city life in America 
was experimental, and a charter applicable 
to those days has now become absolutely 
obsolete, and by adopting a new charter we 
are but following in the trend of all modern 
cities, and we will then be prepared to or- 
ganize for permanent efficiency. The legis- 
lative body, various boards, and committees, 
have grown too large and unwieldy, and a 
compromise should be effected between the 
advocates of representative and of commission 
government; by continuing our present form 
of representative government, but reducing 
the members of all boards and committees 
to one-half their present unwieldy size. 

That each ward be represented by one 
instead of two councilmen, and the city be 
divided into five aldermanic districts, elect- 
ing only five aldermen, both councilmen and 
aldermen to be elected by the city-at-large, 
all to hold office for three years, thereby 
eliminating the present pork-barrel system 
of ward politics, which is one of the most 
expensive features of the present govern- 
ment. The incoming mayor should appoint 
the finance committee, not later than De- 
cember 1, for the ensuing calendar year, and 
such new members of the general council 
who may serve on that committee should be 
duly qualified and take office so far as their 
work on the finance committee may be con- 
cerned. This committee should at once or- 
ganize, and the charter should require that 
they present a budget at the first meeting of 
the general council each year; thereby sav- 
ing from one to two months of efficiency per 
year in most of the departments. Under our 
present system the budget is never adopted 
before February or March. By this new 
method, from 10 to 20 per cent of increased 
efficiency can be maintained in all depart- 
ments. 

Much has been published and said about 
increased tax ad valorem rate, but this ques- 
tion has been settled for the present at least 

by the people, who, December 6, 1916, only 
one months ago, said very emphatically by a 
majority vote of 3,841 that the present rate 
of 1% per cent must be maintained. I can 
not see how the council can override the will 
of the people .so positively expressed, at such 
a recent date—only 1,924 voting for the pro- 
posed increase and 5,765 against it. | 

Continued criticism is made about the 
lavish and extravagant clerical salaries 
maintained in the city hall, and many people 
have been led to firmly believe that if these 
unnecessary positions were omitted that it 
would prove a lasting and happy solution 
of all our perplexing financial problems. In 
connection with this I naw quote from of- 
ficial figures obtaind from the comptroller’s 
office: The total salaries of the entire cler- 
ical force employed in the city hall during 
the year 1916 amounted to $108,870. 

Any fair-minded man must admit that 
the various heads of the departments cannot 
perform this clerical work, and that a force 
must be maintained, but should the entire 
turce be superfluous and discontinued, it 
would only amount to a comparatively small 
item in the fixed expenses of the city. 

Finally, I would urge: 

First—That a committee composed of the 
best business men of Atlanta be at once ap- 
pointed to prepare a new charter, to be ap- 
proved by the mayor and general council and 
submitted for passage at the next regular 
meeting of the state legislature. 

Second—That greater executive power be 
given the mayor and the official head of 
each department. 

Third—tThat the chief of construction have 
full power vested in him on all new or re- 
pair street work, including railway, gas, 
sewer, water mains, etc., placing all con- 
structive work of the street under one head, 
thereby increasing the efficiency of his de- 
partment fully 30 per cent. 

Fourth—That the school fund be assessed 
and collected as a special and separate tax, 
same to be administered solely by the board 
of education. 

Fifth—By economic administration I be- 
lieve the present tax rate would be sufficient 
to finance all the remaining branches of the 
city government. A. W. FARLINGER.

The walruses or “sea horses” of the old 
navigators are the strangest and most gro- 
tesque of all sea mammals. Their large rug- 
ged heads, armed with two long ivory tusks, 
and their huge swollen bodies, covered with 
hairless, wrinkled and warty skin, give them 
a formidable appearance unlike that of any 
other mammal. They are much larger than 
most seals, the old males weighing from 
2,000 to 3,000 pounds and the females about 
two-thirds as much. 

Walruses have a strongly developed ma- 
ternal instinct and show great devotion and 
disregard of their own safety in defending 
the young. The Eskimos at Cape Vancouver, 
Behring sea, hunt them in frail skin-covered 
kyaks,, using ivory or bome-pointed spears 
and sealskin floats. Several hunters told me 
of exciting and dangerous encounters they 
had experienced with mother walruses. if 
the young are attacked, or even approached, 
the mother does not hesitate to charge fu- 
riously. The hunters confess that on such 
occasions there is no option but to paddle for 
one’s life. Occasionally an old walrus is un-

VERY eye that has turned to the calendar within 
the past week has been reminded by its fateful 
index of the long travail of Europe. New year 
labels may be a purely arbitrary marking of 
time, but they have power to send thonghts 

backward, and to inspire impressive questionings of the 
future. To watch the awful pageantry of battle passing 
mark after mark in the path that should be leading to 
the triumphs of human progress, is to feel anew the last 
ing horror of war. Prophecy has been dismayed and be- 
littled. Each time ‘‘another year’’ has been said the 
saying has seemed cruelly exaggerative. And now 
cynicism as to possible peace or possible conclusiveness 
of action gives “another year’’ a sadly ironical sound, 
whether we are peering backward or forward. The spirit 
of Peace may well look on with dejection. 

In one feature after another the great war has 
broken the ‘‘records’’ of years. The ordinany inventions 
and accomplishments which the world was in the habit 
of erediting to given years have been overshadowed by 
the frightful ingenuities of conflict. War records have 
been taking the place of all others in their influence upon 
the human imagination. And yet, by a strange contradic. 
tion, elemental hand to hand battle has again and again 
defied the prophecy that it was obsolete Dan Smith’s 
drawing depicts a scene by no means out of the past. 
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Shut-in Days 


From my windows, the leaden sky and gloomy landscape have covered | 
the world outside for days. The family is scattered and friends cannot reach | 
me—but it is a wonderful and necessary time. “Taking stock,” you hear the} 
‘merchants say. This is a splendid opportunity for taking stock personally. | 
Perhaps the inventory is not satisfactory, but in knowing ourselves we have! 
a good foundation on which to build. Our very shortcomings can be made | 
the rough places we can grease in order to climb higher towards the idea} | 
It isn’t necessary to make New Year’s resolutions in order to overcome faults 
of omission or commission. An exercise of plain common sense and determi- 
nation is the best treatment to bring results. 

The New York World quotes President D. W. Starrett, of the Perpetual 
Health institute, as asserting that he has discovered that mental healing, 
properly applied, will keep the machinery of life in repair and good working 
order practically forever. Don’t grow old. Don’t retire at 70—keep on going. 
Have an interest in life. Much this writer has to say is interesting if not 
entirely comprehensive. He explains many of our so-called weaknesses or 
habits by telling us we are not simply individuals, we are communities. Every 
act, whether rated as voluntary or involuntary, is the application of force by 
intelligence, and that a collective intelligence. The body and brain are com- 
posed of inanimate machinery and myriads of intelligent cells. These cells 
are often ignorant, and when you have conflicting desires, your cells disagree. 
Some want one thing, some another. The majority wins unless it is too dull 
to carry its point against a more intelligent and consequently more powerful 
minority. There is good administration in your body-city just in so far as the 
cells are trained to act for the common good. Education, culture, the attain- 
ment of the highest life means nothing but this—overcoming the dormant or 
ill-used cells by the right, forceful concentration. Life, the writer points out, 
is the application of force to matter through “activity” and “directivity.” 
Activity comes from within, directivity from above. When both ferces gre 
perfectly applied there is perfect self-governmnet, perfect self-control. Other 
things being equal, we will act as we have been in the habit of acting. That 
applies to each cell. Neither a cell, an individual or a world will act on an 
intelligent schedule until, through habit, the schedule becomes second nature. | 
What the cell transmits, says Mr. Starrett, depends on what it receives—the | 
transmission of thought to the cells—which, he maintains, is a purely physical | 
process. Thought waves are electro-magnetic, traveling with the speed of | 
light, 186,380 miles per second. Thinking is the process of working up a 
physical impression into a conscious judgment. When we know that a thought 
transference is more of a mystery than wireless communication, we can 
begin to make connections directly with the cells that need instruction. All 
we need to keep in fine condition is intelligence enough to keep the machinery 
in working order. A strong enough desire, says Mr. Starrett, and long enough 
concentration, will allow you to do much for your white corpuscles. Almost 
any healthy person can wake at a certain hour in the morning if his desire 
is strong enough. What he actually does is to command certain cells of his 
brain over which he ordinarily assumes no control. Every one recognizes 
that it isn’t so much what a speaker says as the way he says it—his electro- 


magnetic flow—that produces the effect. 

What we want to do, during these days when we are shut in, is to culti- 
vate this electro-magnetic flow, which we can so largely control. It is not 
the power to think or the will to do that needs encouraging so much as it is 
the power to concentrate. There is not so much difference in any of us who 
possess average intelligence—the difference is in our ability to concentrate.

REPORT OF WAYCROSS 
HEALTH LEAGUE 


The Health league has the distinction of 
being among the first clubs of Georgia to 
organize in the interest of social welfare and 
than a year has advanced the 
of public health. The club has 
worked on the plan that the home is a for- 
tress and has urged in every way its con- 
servation. Realizing that health is condu- 
the organization

able assistants of General Gorgas, whose ef- 
forts were successful in cleaning up Pana- 
ma, were secured and excellent lectures 
on how to exterminate the mosquitoes and 
files were given. These two government ex- 
perts also examined the drainage of the 
city and pointed out the defective places 
in that department of work. 

The state-wide “clean-up week" was ob- 
served and in August a similar plan was 
carried out with especial attention given to 
cutting weeds on vacant lots. A campaign 
to rid the city of objectionable receptacies 
for standing water was started, and the re- 
sult waa the collection by the school chil- 
dren, of more than fourteen thotisand cans 
within the city limits. The parking of 
drays and hacks near the Central High 
school building wae discontinued after a lit- 


tle work by the women. 

A committee from the Health league 
went before the grand jury last year and 
asked that the Ellis bill be adopted and 
that a health officer be appointed for Ware 
county. The petition was not granted, but 
the committee will try again at the next 
term of court. The matter of medical ex- 
amination and compulsory vacctnation of 
school children was brought by the organi- 
zation, to the attention of the Ware county 
Medical society, who responded willingly to 
the work. ‘‘Baby week” was observed and 
every detail of the work carried out. 

Through the influences of the Health 
league and ordinance was passed by the 
city council requiring washerwomen to 
register their names in the city clerk's of- 
fice and have their homes inspected. An- 
other committee did effectual work in secur- 
ing $600 from the county and $400 from 
the state to establish a Ware County Can- 
ning club, which has proven one of the 
greatest achievements of the league. 

Trees and flowers have been donated to 
the rural schools. At a recent meeting of 
the club $100 was pledged to be used in 
beautifying one of the city’s parks. 

Programs on sociology will be used this 
winter in the club meetings.

Our Canning Club Work. 

It was the purpose of our Health league, 
not to stop within the bounds of our town 
only, but to broaden until every hut and 
hovel was touched in some way and made 
brighter by our efforts. Se the happy 
thought struck us that the best way to reach 
all parts was to get hold of the boys and 
girls, so we secured funds and then a home 
demonstrator. We put our demonstrator out 
January 1 and during January and February 
she visited every school in the county that 
was in session. 

She organized twenty canning clubs with 
a membership of 133 giris. With marvel- 
ous enthusiasm they went to work on their 
The first goal was to beat the 
truckers by having tomatoes first on the 
market, which they did by several days. The 
next goal was to raise the finest and best 
tomatoes ever raised in Ware county, s0 
when our club entertained them at their 
tomato show on the 6th of July old citi- 
zens said they have never seen finer to- 
matoes grow anywhere. The last goal was 
to put on an exhibit of canned fruit and 
vegetables at our county fair that would do 
credit to any one. They reached this goal, 
for a hundred girls came in uniform with 
over a thousand cans of fruits and vege- 
tables. ; 

Not only have we organized canning clubs 
but community clubs, sewing clubs, and good 
roads clubs. Our demonstrator has the fin- 
est educational charts. we have installed in- 
dividual drinking cups in nearly all the 
rural schools, giving lectures on preservation 
of teeth and laws of health. 

So the men caught a vision of the great 
work being done by our girls and immedi- 
ately secured a farm demonstrator and now 
our girls and boys are now enlisted in up- 
lift and development of our county.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN 
OF PEACE COMMITTEE 


I am making my report to you to consist 
of my report of the World Court Congress 
league, held in New York last May. 

Object of the League. 


The object of the league, as x#taied, was 
to secure the support of all people in the 
establishment of a world's court for the 
settlement of all justificiable questions of 
dispute that may arise between nations—a 
rational alternative to war. 

Views on such establishments, the how, the 
when and where were kaleidoscopic, but 
throughout all discussions ran unity of 
opinion regarding the value of such tribunal 
and the importance of creating in America 
and throughout the world public sentiment 
in favor of a world court as preparation 
for and in hope of a time when war-driven 
world shall be driven to seek some aliterna- 
tive for the destructive forces of war. 

Paradoxical as it seems, there was a de- 
cided drift of opinion in favor of some sort 
of military preparedness, for in view of a 
warring world, requiring, as President Wil- 
son has said, that we ‘‘take such steps’ as 
are necessary for our own safety as against 
the imposition of the standards of the rest 
of the world upon ourselves. 

Shades of opinion as to the kind and ex- 
tent of preparedneas were so varied as the 
cloud gray skies portending the storm. 
May the president and all others in au- 
thority be guided to a sane preparedness 
in these perilous days of a world obsesse:l 
by war and to a righteous advocacy of 
methods that in the tomorrow of man’s 
spiritual evolution may point to the poet's 
dream of ‘a parliament of man the fed- 
eration of the world.’’ 

President Nicholas Butler, of Columbi1 
university, in a recent address at the an- 
nual luncheon of the Associated Press in 
New York in speaking of the building of a 
nation out of America’s complex peoples, 
made lofty appeal for a forward facing na- 
tion and said in part: 

“What poets and philosophers have 
dreamed, that we are trying day by day 
to do, our stumblings, our blunders, our 
shortcomings are many, but if we keep our 
heads ciear, our hearts clean, he who & 
thousand years from now writes the historv 
of liberty and justice and happiness among 
men will be able to tell to those far-off 
generations the story of the rise and in- 
fluence of the American nation. 

“The physical forces of nature will go 
their way through indefinite time perform- 
ing their allotted functions, obeying their 
peculiar laws and undergo those manifold 
changes and transmutations which make up

Mineral Bluff School 


Kephart says in one of Poe’s minor tales 
written in 1845 there is a vague allusion 
to wild mountains in western Virgini 
tenanted by fierce and uncouth races o 
men. 

This was the first reference in literature 


to our southern mountaineers and it stood 
as their only characterization until Miss 
Murfee (Charlies Egbert Craddock) began 
her stories of the Cumberland hills. 

Time and retouching, continues Kephart. 
have done little to soften our highiander’s 
portrait. 

AS a mountaineers are non- 
movers, particularly the women, who are 
said to be almost as stationary as the 
mountains themselves. If once in a while 
they do have an occasion to move, it is 
attended with no difficulties, as a native 
remarked, all we have to do is to put out 
the fire and call the dog. 

Moonshine distiliing is about the only 
trade they follow, and we might be more 
tolerant perhaps of this profession if we 
realized the scarcity of drug shops in their 
vicinity and the only way they have to get 
snake bite medicine is to make it. 

Friends, I could stand here indefinitely 
and relate sob stories of the hardships en- 
dured by the wives and daugnters of our 
uncouth mountaineers, but I have come not 
with a pessimistic message, but with a mes- 
sage of hope and cheer to tell you what the 
Southern Mountain Educational association 
is es for the girls through the Mineral 
Bluff Industrial school. 

Record of the School. 

The success of the Mineral Bluff school 
has been marvelous in many ways; marvel- 
ous because by hard work on part of our 
association, by the gift of scholarships, by 
individual contributions and ‘®y donations 
from more than two women’s clubs. Our 
financial obligations for the past year were 
all met and we began the new year with a 
clean sheet. Marvelous because of the rapid 
advancement miade by the girls in every 
branch of the curriculum. They are turn- 
ing out garments of every kind, substan- 
tially and beautifully made, by hand and 
machine. They are becoming proficient in 
bread making, canning and preserving. 
Special directions are given them in pre- 
paring and serving in a wholesome way the 
foodstuffs produced in their mountain 
homes. Potatoes being a staple diet, they 
are taught a variety of ways to serve 
them. In a short time the hard, soggy 
cooked potatoes in the mountain cabins wiil 
be a thing of the past. 

The seniors are given a course in foods 
and household management and you will 
find them eager at ali times to explain the 
food charts displayed on the wali. The 
kitchen gardens are tended by the girls 
with great pride, producing ali kinds of crisp 
vegetables and many beautiful flowers.

The school furnishes entertainment by oc- 
casionally inviting the community to join 
in the cooking and serving of meals and in 
the discussion of American literature and 
current eventa.

And the first, last and in-between re- 
quirement ineisted upon by the manage- 
ment of the enterprise is that noth- 
ing shall be misrepresented nor over- 
drawn, and that every transaction has 
got to be on the level.

Marriage and the 

bearing of children are 

the most fundamental and essential things 
in any woman's life. They are life. A Ca- 
reer is but a phase of life, and often enough 
an unsatisfying one. Nature is very strong, 
stronger than art, or ambition, or avarice. 
To ignore sex and its influence is to ignore 


the very foundation of our exist- 

ence. As well deny the solid earth 

inder our feet. And because lovemaking and 
marriage are so fundamental I cannot imag- 
ine a normal young woman deciding against 
them in favor of the gratifying of her per- 
sonal ambition. For, after all, that is the 
reason for the choice of a career. What 
young woman, thus deciding, believes that 
her motives are altruistic? That she will 
give to the world more than she gets from 
it? A career, definitely chosen and firmly 
followed, sacrificing the girl’s solid human- 
ity and instincts to her ambition, is a 
selfish and cruel choice.

Is Not Less a Woman.

No bub- 
ble of reputation, no flash in the pan of 
glory can ever compensate her for the 
thing she has lost.

It pays a 
great deal in money and in the applause of 
the crowd. But money may cost too much, 
and the crowd, after applauding, goes con- 
tentedly to its own affairs and forgets.

The first obstacle to that has been in the 
past, strangely eneugh, the man. He had 
never felt it incongruous that he should 
have both marriage and a career. He had 
never realized the absurdity of being a 
parent and having a downtown office at the 
same time. He had never felt that love 


and its resulting obligations should take up 
twenty-four hours of his day. Indeed, the 
three seconds it took to kiss his wife good- 
by in the morning and the two it required 
to clap her between the shoulder blades on 
his return was frequently his entire daily 
concession to the love side of his life. 


Sees End of World. 


Suddenly, some years ago, something 
happened to the man side of this equation 
which has never been equal. Somebody's 
wife, perhaps, bought a hat and did not 
ask him to pay for it.. She had sung in a 
concert or sold: cakes to the exchange or 
written a poem. Chaos, revolution, death 
and utter destruction! The end of the 
home! Women in breeches! 

Perhaps the new wage-earner wept. This 
being a proof that all feminimity was not 
vet dead in her, the man relented and for- 
gave. Yes, she might sing again, of course, 
or whatever it was—but not for money. He 
would not have that. He cotld still afford 
to support his own family, thank heaven. 


Men’s Pride in Way. 


The pride of the male! That is the 
rock on whieh, so far, the ship with its 
double cargo has split. His mother was 
dependent on his father, and her mother 
before her. It is written in the Bible—or 
is it?—that a man shall support his wife 
and pay all the bills. Tradition has put its 
sacred seal on the dependence of women, 
and the woman in the case, who has been 
using a concert voice to call the dog, gives 
up her dreams. 

Not every career, so-called, lends itself 
to this compromise. The stage is difficult, 
although even there ways have been found. 
Generally speaking, however, any woman 
with the making of a career in her can 


. achieve that career without sacrificing 


anyone but herself. 

She will sacrifice herself. She must 
burn two altar fires. Two temples must be 
Swept. To each in its turn she must give 
all of herself, the best that is in her, of 
brain and heart and concentration. She 
will have to struggle and labor and hope. 
If any fire burn low, it must be the fire at 
the altar of ambition. The domestic hearth 
must be brushed and cheerful. 

In the end, given tact and tenacity, she 
will win. She will have had children, and 
if she has had the intelligence for a career 
she has had the intelligence to be a good 
mother. She will have retained her youth 
in spite of her double labors, because she 
will have remained intensely alive. For her 
the horizon of the home has enlarged to be 
the horizon of all homes, of the world 
itself. Her understanding has grown, too. 
She comprehends now what puzzled her 
long ago, the masculine attitude toward 
her economic independence. She sees his 
viewpoint as she could not have a few 
years before. She knows that the doml- 
nant male does not so much resent the loss 
‘of his dominance as he is obsessed with 
the fear of changing the existing order of 
things, that fetich of the masculine mind; 
but she knows, too, that he cannot see the 
‘woman with a career willing and anxious, 
as she always is, to walk shoulder to shoul- 
der with him, but that always in his fancy 
he sees her just a little ahead and gaining! 


Are Learning -Fast. 


But men are learning fast that the best 
type of woman is woman first, and singer 
or actress or artist after; that the home 
is the unit of civilization and founded on 
fundamentals which will not change; that 
the woman who chooses a career from 
selfish ambition and at the cost of her ma- 
ternal instinct is neither worth anxiety nor 
sufficient in numbers to cause alarm; and 
last of all, that a woman with a profession 
may be, and often is, not only all things 
that the purely domestic woman is to her 
husband, but that she is capable, having 
been given both humor and understanding 
and a broader knowledge of the world, of/ 
being that husband’s best friend. A friend 
to him, too, in the little boy’s definition of 
the word: “A friend is somebody who 
knows all about you and likes you anys 
how.”

MRS. BARRETT'S 
STUDY OF EMIGRATION. 


These statements were made in a 
conversation I had yesterday with 
that very brilliant southern woman, 
Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett, now a wom- 
an of international note because of 
her service to this country, after her 
appointment three years ago by the 
United States department of emigra- 
tion, to investigate the question of 
emigration in Europe, and later to in- 
vestigate the question of labor in this 
country, especially as it relates to 
women and girls, and boys and girls 
under the age of 16. 

Mrs. Barrett is the widow of the late 
Robert Barrett, a distinguished clergy- 
man of the Southern Episcopal church, 
formerly a resident of Atlanta. She is 
at present the guest of her daughter, 
Mrs. Edward Alfriend, and receiving a 
cordial welcome from her Atlanta 
friends. 

Mrs. Barrett had charge of the Unit- 
ed States department of labor looking 
after the alien on the Pacific coast 
during the Panama exposition. She 
has just completed a tour of the mid- 
die west and north, studying labor 
conditions, and looking to the estab- 
lishment of employment bureaus, aid- 
ed or directed by the government. 

Discussing the present incident in 
the southern race problem of the exo 
dus of the negro laborer from. the 
south to the north, she sald: 

“There may be a_ prejudice and 
there probably always will be a cer- 
tain prejudice among a certain ele- 
ment of white people in the south 
against any effort being made in be- 
half of the help or betterment of the 
negro in the south, but these same 
people are the ones who invariably 
hamper the progress of their own race 
in the south. They are represented by 
the men in public and political life 
who will tell you eternally ‘what was 
done in my day,’ when present-day 
progress demands a change in the ed- 
ucational program or any phase of the 
social program. 

“We know the man, all of us, who, in 
the city council, the state legislature 
and national congress, objects to the 
introduction of the new text-book 
in the school, ‘because it ain’t the book 
he learnt outer.’ 

“Fortunately this man does not rep- 
resent a large unit in our civilization. 
He is nevertheless aggressive. 

“In this connection we must remem- 
ber that this prejudice directed always 
toward rational aid to the negro by a 
certain element of white men in our 
section exists everywhere the negro is 
employed in the north, and in New 
England more markedly than almost 
any other section. 

“T recall recently, while investigat- 
ing certain labor conditions in Hart- 
ford, Conn., that in visiting the police 
court there I was deeply impressed 
with the attitude of the people toward 
a group of negroes being tried on some 
petty charge. 

“I was impressed with what ap 
peared to be an intolerance that was 
more strongly akin to,hatred than any- 
thing else. 

“Again, while in attendance upon 
the state conference of the Mothers’ 
Congress of Pennsylvania, one of the 
most strongly debated questions was a 
resolution introduced asking the segre- 
gation of the negro in the public 
schools—the absolute separation of 
white and colored in the school. The 
arguments in favor of the resolution 
proved a feeling (termed prejudice 
when expressed in the south) that was 
as deep and aggressive as any I had 
ever heard from any source in any 
section. 

ORGANIZED 
MOVEMENT. 

“At this moment it behooves our 
representative men and women of the 
south to organize for the purpose not 
only of intelligently coping with this 
new incident of the negro labor prob- 
lem. but several other problems, none 
more important than our rural 
problems, and the development of our 
rural people along many lines.” 

Mrs. Barrett laughed at the short- 
sightedness of the southern woman or 
the American woman of any section 
who anticipated that, after the war, 
emigration would solve the servant 
question which presents itself at the 
present moment in all sections, 

“In the south it is the group of men 


do the direct work among establishing 
better domestic labor among the ne 
groes of the south. 

“The common schools for the ne- 
groes are not what they ought to be. 
I know of no better agency than the 
organized women of the south repre- 
senting the housekeeper element to 
work out this phase of the problem. 


But to begin with, they will have to'| 
make good housekeepers by seeing to| 
it domestic science is made a part of | 
the curriculum of the white as well as 


the colored schools. 

“We must make for the good house 
keepers as well as good domestic em- 
ployees. 

“T repeat that ] cannot believe the 
business men of the south, and espe- 
clally Georgia, are going to sit by 
longer, inactive, and see their negro 
labor unit disturbed. 

“I believe that the newspapers of 
the south have a great mission to per- 
form, in leading a crusade against con- 
ditions which outside influences can 
use in coercing the negro out of the 
state, and I strongly commend the 
editorial in The Constitution of Janu- 
ary 3, so earnestly pleading for legis- 
lation that will guard the common- 
wealth against the evils of mob vio 
lence. 

RECONSTRUCTION 
IN EUROPE. 
“I do not believe that there is going 


war that people of thig country gen- 
erally anticipate. I believe that recon- 
struction is going to offer inducements 
to the men of the warring nations to 
stay at home. There may be a desire 
to emigrate on the part of women for 
various reasons, moral and social, I 
Shall not discuss here, because the 
questions involved will have their in- 
fluence not only upon European civil- 
ization, but upon our own. I believe 
there will be more drastic laws against 
emigration made by the European 
countries, as well as more protective 
laws made by our own, and I believe 
there is going to be an alarming num- 
ber of Americans and Canadians who 
are going to emigrate and join in the 
reconstructive forces which will build 
up the now war-Tridden countries of

VAGUELY 

UNDERSTOOD. 

“Emigration is much discussed, but 
vaguely understood by many,” said 
Mrs. Barrett, when asked to explain 
her experiences during her investiga- 
tion of emigration problems, when se- 
lected by the government to go to 
Purope for the purpose. 

“I went invested with the power that 
letters from our government to our 
consuls and ambassadors give. Besides 
these I had letters to the heads of al! 
emigration commi'ssons. 

“I presented my letters first to eur 
American representatives. They in 
turn presented me to heads of emi- 
gration commissions, and through the 
latter I met individuals and the heads 
of organizations interested in emi{- 
gration, thus enabling me to study my 
question thoroughly. I began my work 
in Naples and finished in Odessa, the 
experience extending from Italy to Rus- 
sia and Asia and including the Balkan 
states, Greece, Serbia, Austria, France 


and Germany. I visited the capital 
cities of every country and was en- 
abled, through persona! observation, to 
see the attitude of these countries 
toward their emigrants. 

THE ITALIAN 

EMIGRANT. 


“Italy does more to protect her emi- 
grant than any other country,” said 
Mrs. Barrett: “and Germany does less. 

‘Italy knows her emigrant is com- 
ing back. Germany Knows her emi- 
grant will never return. 

‘Italy protects her emigrant from

the moment he leaves the country 
bound on his mission of success and 
money-making.

Italian emigrants or touching at any 


point of Italy goes without a physician 
belonging to the official staff of the 
royal army, and he ranks second to no 
other individwal on board, unless a 
prince of the royal blood.

The food, sleeping quarters in every 
department of the ship are inspected, 
and the emigrant !s treated as the child 
of the nation on a leave of absence. 
There are no written laws to govern 
his policies in this country, but he is 
bound by an unwritten code of ethics 
to remember those at home. He accu- 
mulates money in this country, always 
with the fixed purpose of returning 
home to enjoy it. However little the 
earnings may be to start with, or at 
any time, a part of it is always sent 
back home, to support the aged mem- 
bers of the family or to begin the

Germany, that the German emigrant 
brought more money per capita to this 
country than any other emigrant group. 
His first object in this country is to 
establish his home, plant his garden, 
find work to do and then take root and 
stay and build up his fortune, as it 
presents itself around his home. 

“Therefore, it is obvious why Ger- 
many encourages colonization, and dis- 
courages emigration. 

“She can follow her subjects and 
claim her own through colonization, 
but in emigration, unlike Italy, she 
has nothing to gain. 


PROBLEMS 


AT HOME, 
“Though we have our problems re- 


lated to the war, and the war’s influ- 
ences on civilization, we have our prob- 
lems at home, which require our imme- 
diate and continued attention,” said 
Mrs. Barrett, when asked about her 
more recent work of investigation in 
this country of labor. 

“We cannot afford to deprecate 
their value, for they are very vital,’ 
she continued, and there never was an 
administration which has accomplished 
more for our social program than this 
last one under the democratic guid- 
ance: 

"| 20 forget that Theodore 
Roosevelt the initiation of a 
more active social program for‘ the 
people. He began the policy of bring- 
ing the federal government with its 
opportunities and aids more directly 
to the people, but the succeeding ad- 
ministration has put the theory into 
practice, and I question whether the 
south is taking the advantage she 
should of the various forms of federal 
aid within her reach, which the states 
in other sections are using. 

‘Under the present administration 
the south, having voted solidly the 
democratic ticket, naturally enjoys the 
greater patronage in offices and ap- 
pointments, but is the south getting 
other benefits just as surely within her 
reach, and are her representatives look- 
ing after her interests in these varied 
directions? 

“I do not mean entirely 
rection of getting actual 
the government always, but is the 
south taking advantage of the great 
brain forces at work in furnishing ma- 
terial for the use of the people in in- 
formation on every subject? 

‘Do they take advantage of the ex- 
perts, subject to the call of the peo- 
ple, who are ready to serve them and 
bring direct to them the information 
they may desire on every subject? 

‘Does the south make use of the 
various agencies the government sup- 
plies, especially in the direction of ag- 
riculture?

to know that our rural problem is 
very much our rural woman—this not 
merely the condition in the south but 
in the west and other sections. Is the 
south, for instance, getting all it can 
get through the agency of the Smith- 
Lever bill, and are the women of the 
south in the rural districts getting the 
benefits the government offers them? 
I know of no greater sphere of useful- 
ness the federated club movement in 
the south could be than to concentrate 
more of their effort in bringing this 
very message of government aid to the 
rural woman. 

We have seen that federal aid has 
aided in the matter of: good roads, and 
educationally we have seen the value 
of federal aid. Through the child's bu- 
reau we are seeing its values continu- 
ally, and now the government is of- 
fering a new medium of helpfulness 
through free employment bureaus. 

“It is in the interest of these,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Barrett, ‘that I have made 
a tour of the north and northwest, re- 
porting their progress to the govern- 
ment, establishing them where the call 
was made, and then co-relating the ex- 
isting local or state bureaus with the 
government, the government supple- 
menting the forces already organized. 

“IT was much interested to read of 
the accomplishment of the bureau for 
employment in Atlanta, which is or- 
ganized on the rational basis of the in- 
telligent group of mien and women 
sponsoring the work of the institu- 
tion. 

“But as a local institution, a bureau 
for employment has but begun. It must 
be related to state interests, and 
finally through the government become 
the part of a national factor for help- 
fulness, 

“We cannot expect to solve the ques- 
tions of employment through purely 
local agencies, We must be ready to 
use positions everywhere for our young 
people, and we must be prepared to 
bring to our young people the advan- 
tages of outside agencies of helpful- 
ness. It is in this way that we can 
best promote the practical ideals of 
vocational training and efficiency. 
NEW MACHINERY 
NOT ALWAYS NEEDED. 

“I do not believe in always reaching 
out for new machinery to accomplish 
our needs. And in this matter of the 
employment bureau and its co-relating 
influence on vocational training, we 
have machinery with which we can 
work. But we must be ambitious to 
work beyond local and state lines. It 
is here that federal aid comes in to 
supplement the work of the employ- 
ment bureau.” 

Mrs. Barrett here described her work 
in establishing recently the model em- 
ployment bureaa in Kansas City. 

“In Indianapolis, in establishing the 
free employment bureau there,” de- 
scribed Mrs. Barrett, “we first had a 
publicity campaign of information in- 
itiated. Miss Grace Julian Clark, a 
newspaper woman, who had  0been 
chairman of the press coOmmittee of 
the general federation, undertook the 
publicity which she carried through 
the press. Then we brought together 
the local organizations interested in 
the subject, those of men as well as 
women; the state bureau, which was 
maintained under the state labor com- 
mission, united with the movement, 
and the bureau was finally established 
in Indianapolis, with government aid, 
but not wntil interest in the institu- 
tion had been carried by the organized 
women through every part of the state 
of Indiana.” 

Mrs. - Barrett believes that we do not 
always acquaint ourselves, as accu- 
rately as we should, with our prob- 
lems before trying to solve them. She 
believes that women, especially, are in- 


clined to work short-sightedly, and she 


urges their more careful consideration, 
especially of those questions of labor 
and general social outlook which cover 
the conditions of women and girls, and 
boys and girls under 16 years of age. 


The Test of 
Canadian Patriotism. 


Nowhere nearer home have we the 
|'o@pportunity to study the influence of 
the present war upon the people actu- 
ally a part of it than in the influ- 
ences which may be observed in 
Canada. : 

When the war cry was sounded, Can- 
ada responded with a patriotism which 
thrilled the world. Her troops were 
readily organized, and she was ready 
for action. This patriotism has con- 
tinued through the military system 
which is now pursued in Canada and 
is a test of unselfish service. 

There is little opportunity for the 
glory the world associates with the 
valiant fighter, the conquering heroes. 

Senior officers in the Canadian army 
rarely, if ever, reach “the front.” Even 
the captains stay behind with the 
senior officers, and the lieutenants 
lead the men in action. Men, there- 
fore, who have won the spurs at milli- 
tary service at home, when the 
time for war comes find themselves 
suddenly in the very zenith of their 
lives as soldiers wearing the uniform 
which accompanies the title and sepa-

_ theirs when the call to “the front” is 
made. 

They may stay in England—these 
senior Canadian officers—where they 
may be assigned to some duty there 
out of the field of action, or they may 
return to Canada with honorary at- 
tachment to the general military staff 
| there, but there are the many who, in 
the very hour of the country’s call, find 
themselves absolutely out of military 
service.

It is just gradually becoming known 
that the great war, up to the present, 
has been for the most part owing to 
the modern system of trench warfare 
adopted, a subaltern’s war, and in con- 
eequence the percentage of the loss 
among the junior officers has been very 
much greater than that among officers 
of the rank of major and upward. 

The system has been adopted by the 
Canadian authorities of raising and 
sending overseas county and city bat- 
talions as units, without depot battai- 
ions from the same district to make 
good casualties, therefore a condition 
has arisen whereby it has become nec- 
essary to break up all county battalions 
now arriving in England, and to send 
the men from these to the fron in 
platoons under the lieutenants, in order 
to bring the older battalions at the 
front up to strength. 

The staff and field officers of the 
battalions so broken up are left in 
England, virtually with nothing to do, 
and a considerable number of them are 
now coming back to Canada. This em- 
barrassing position has reached a point 
where it has become necessary to warn 
all regiments now being recruited in 
Canada, or about to go overseas, that 
they are liable to be broken up on ar- 
rival, and in such cases officers are in- 
formed that only juniors will procecd 
to the front. 

Results have proved that it would 
have been very much more desirable 
had the Canadian authorities adopted 
the principle of a smaller number of 
regiments composed of several battal- 
ions, and thereby made it possible to 
provide for the wastage of the regi- 
ment at the front from the depot bat- 
talions at home. 

The esprit-de-corps attached to a 
regiment after several engagements 
and hard battles would have increased, 
and the depot battalions would have 
taken a pride in their regiment and 
euch feeling would have undoubtedly 
facilitated recruiting. 

The system, however, of one battal- 
ion from each county was adopted and 
now it is proving a great embarras- 
ment to the militia headquarters at Ot- 
¢awa and among all senior officers 
now going overseas who are doomed 
to a great disappointment in not beine 
able to see active service when their 
battalions are broken up. 


A Tribute to 
The Old Ladies. 


Julian Street has won for himself a 
place in the hearts of the old ladies of 
the south, though he may not know it, 
and in the hearts of all those who love 
the old ladies of the south and who 
know their part in the south’s civiliza- 
tion of the past and the present.

One veteran said tome: “My 
arm was shattered and had to be amputated 
at the shoulder. There was no anesthetic. 
Of course I suffered, but I never suffered 
as my mother did when she learned what 
I had endured.”’ 

Be they haters of the north or not, the 
old ladies of the south are among its chief 
glories, and it should be added that another 
of those glories is the appreciation which 


who are its mothers, grandmothers, and 
great-grandmothers, and the unfalling natu- 
ral homage that it pays them. I do not 
mean by this merely that children and 
grandchildren have been taught to treat 
their elders with respect.

The attitude of the modern south—the 
“new south” which, by the way, one south- 
erner described to me as meaning “northern 
capital and smoke’’—toward its own “un- 
reconstructed” citizens is one of sympathy 
and tenderness, but is not without a glint 
of gentle humor. More than once, when my 
companion and I were received in southern 
homes with a cordiality that precluded any 
thought of sectional! feeling, we were never- 
theless warned by members of the younger 
generation—and their eyes would twinkle as 
they said it—to “look out for mother; she’s 
unreconstructed.”” And you may be sure that 
when we were so warned we did “look out.” 
It was well to do so! For though the mother 
might be a frail old lady, past 70, with 
the face of an angel and the normal de- 
meanor of a saint, we could see her bridle, 
as we were presented to her, over the 
thought that here were two Yankees in her 
home—Yankees!—we could see the light 
come flashing up into her fine dark eyes 
as they encountered oura and could feel 
beneath the veil of her austere civility the 
dagger points of an eternal enmity. By dint 
of self-control on her part, and the utmost 
effort upon ours to be tactful, the presen- 
tation ceremony was got over with, and 
and after some formal speeches, resembling 
those which, one fancies, may be exchanged 
by opposing generals under a flag of truce, 
we would be rescued from her, removed 
from the room, before her forbearance should 
be strained by our presence to the point of 
breaking. A baleful look would follow us 
as we withdrew, and we would retire with 
a better understanding of the flaming spirit 
which, through that long, bloedy conflict 
against overwhelming odds in wealth, sup- 
plies, and men, sustained the south, and 
which at last enabled it to accept defeat 
as nobly as it had accepted earlier vic- 
tories. . ‘ - How one loves a gentie 
old lady who can hate like that!

JAPAN IS PREPARING 
FOR ECONOMIC CRISIS 


Government Intends to Main- 
tain Prosperity That Has 
Come Through War. 


Tokio, December 1.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Abundant 
evidence that Japan is making elab- 
orate plans to meet the possibility of a 
world economic crisis is found in a re- 
cent meeting of the chambers of com- 
merce of Japan which gave a reception 
for the new Terauchi cabinet. Premier 
Terauchi delivered an address promis- 
ing the government's assistance to the 
maintenance of the nation’s prosperity. 
The assemblage was significant as 
showing the existence of the same close 
working arrangement between govern- 
ment and commercial interests in Ja- 
pan as exists in the nations of Burope. 
There is great interest here as to 
whether the Washington administra- 
tion will prepare the post-war period 
by co-operating with its commercial 
and industrial leaders. 

Count Terauchi said that at present 
Japan was enjoying prosperity with an 
excess of exports over imports. ‘How- 
ever, it might be very difficult to 
maintain this favorable commercial! sit- 
uation after the war. In this respect, 
said the premier, the government was 
prepared to consider proper measures 
for maintaining trade prosperity and 
to take proper steps to meet the chang- 
ing situation. 

It was important, the premier held, 
that the nation should develop the 
domestic manufacturing industry by 
using home products in time of peace 
as well as war. The government would 
endeavor to find proper measurés and 
do what it considers best for the fur- 
therance of that purpose. The great 
need for Japan was that it shauld sup- 
ply its own needs in raw materials.

Professor Sigmund Freud of Hungary 
and Professor Henri Bergson of Paris alse 
emphasize the wish, the surprise and the 
automatic elements of laughter. 

While there is some truth, perhaps. in 
all of these theories, but not all the truth 
in any of them, it is well to understand 
laughter with regard to all of these ideas. 
Since perception partakes of sensations as 
well as of memory, there can be no denial 
that a thing must, no doubt, be first per- 
ceived as inconsistent or awkward or 
amusing before laughter breaks out in its 
real, muscular assertiveness. 

One inch of joy, says the poet. sur- 
mounts of a grief a span, because to laugh 
is proper to the man. The victor laughs, 
the “man who laughs last” laughs because 
he did not laugh when he was a failure. 
The other fellow laughs first because he 
was the winner. 

There is a happy-go-lucky class of men 
who always have a smile for everybody 
and a laugh for most. They explain this 
upon the basis of thinking happy, jovial 
things and thus keep their smiles and 
pleasant pathways that they reflect no 
anxieties, worries or blue devils. In this 
way they use their muscles for health and 
optimism.

It takes nearly a ton 
and a half of alcohol to make one ton of 
smokeless powder.” 


WHY WOOL Is WARMER Than LINEN 


HE main difference between wool and 

linen is that wool is animal and linen 
is vegetable, and that the fiber of wool is 
irregular, while that of linen is straight 
and regular. When the irregular fiber of 
the wool is woven it contains certain little 
cells which hold a neutral layer of air. The 
linen has no such cells. This layer of air 
which the cells make is like an invisible 
coat that keeps the normal heat of the body 
from leaving it and which at the same time 


keeps the atmosphere which is colder than 
the body temperature from entering it. 

This layer of air is, as some writer has 
put it, -a little gaseous armor. 

If woolen yarn is rendered straight and 
regular by some special treatment in the 
mill, and is woven like linen, it is only 
very little warmer than linen. That little 
is due to its being animal, which has al- 
ways more warmth to it than vegetable 
product.

5 pew average housewife wonders why 
she often over or under sa.ts her dishes 
when she “knows” that she salted them 
just right, as she always did, and as the 
recipes called for.

CANNOT help think- 
ing that no ttition 
could be more useful 
to develop the minds 
and imaginations of 

children than the 
teaching of Shakespeare in the 
schools—firstly because they are 
taught in early life to preserve 
the great strength of the language. 
I dread to think of the language 
of slang (I suppose you call ‘it 
slanguage) that would prevail but for 
the preservation of the virility and the 
beauty of the mother tongue through 
the Bible and through Shakespeare. 
Iam delighted to know that now- 
adays Shakespeare is taught a great 
deal in the schools, but too often his 
study is imposed as a task or punish- 
ment. Now, we learn much more 
easily that which we take in through 
pleasure rather than that which we 
take in through pain—yjust as it seems 
to me children should be taught his- 
tory and geography by the means of 
moving pictures, which bring home to 
them the realities and idiosyncrasies 
of peoples and of periods more clearly 
and more vividiy than could any “dry- 
as-dust” stiidy of books. 

In the same way I think the study 
of Sirakespeare would b= infinitely 
more interesting and informing to 
etildren induced through the medium 
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of acting. AM! children are natural 
actors. It is only when self-con- 
sciousness comes upon us that we lose 
our mimic aptitude. 

Thus by memorizing the speeches 
and acting them upon improvised 
stages the children would obtain a 
great deal of enjoyment and would 
acquire for the poet so strong a love 
in the years when strong impressions 
are made that neither experience nor 
time could erase them.

Take, for instance, a play like 
“Tulius Caesar”—its splendid rhetoric 
if given dramatically would confer a 
lifelong boon vpon anyone who 
practiced it in his youth, especially 
when he was one who lived in this 
nation with its 100,000,000 people, 
most of them orators. 

How often do we witness the 
sorry spectacle ofa floundering orator 
—one who had no practice in his 
youth. Had he as a boy learned the 
speeches ‘of Mark Antony and Bru- 
tus and Cassius he would find that 
early experience of infinite service; 
while the gestures would give him a 
grace of action which is so necessary 
to the orator. 

He would thus avoid those strange 
gyrations which we see in the con- 
fused gesticulations of many orators, 
movements resembling nothing so 
much as those of railway signals, 
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Acting, rightly taught in 
school, may be in itself a 
pleasfire no less great than 
the sport of football, and it 
is commendable in, that it 
exercises the body and the 
head at the same time. The 
presentation of the great 
scene in “Julius Caesar” 
when Mark Antony addresses 
the mob can be at least as 
inspiring to schoolboys as a 
football scrimmage. 

In a democracy it be- 
hooves each citizen to be able 
to command the ear of his 
fellows ,upon oceasion. A 
message of great import may 
be forever buried because 
its bearer lacks the assurance 
to deliver it. Actions of 
benefit to -humanity may 
never be performed all be- 
cause the man who sees its 
truth and need wants the
